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On August 13, 2005 at approximately 0045 hours, 

(driver), Deputy Morse (passenger), and Sergeant Knott (rear seat) were patrolling in a marked 
radio car northbound on Willowbrook Avenue, south of East 121" Street, when they heard 
numerous gunshots north of their location, The deputies then saw a vehicle turn northbound onto 
Willowbrook Avenue from westbound East 121" Street at a high rate of speed. Following that 
vehicle at a high rate of speed was a tan Buick. The deputies followed the tan Buick (suspect 
vehicle) as it turned eastbound onto East 119" Street from Willowbrook Avenue. The deputies 
activated their radio car's red lights to stop the suspect vehicle, but the vehicle failed to stop 
Deputy Morse advised over the radio that they were in pursuit of a speeding vehicle. 


The suspect vehicle turned southbound into an alley from East 119" Street, then onto eastbound 
East 120" Street to southbound Willowbrook Avenue to eastbound East 121“ Street. When the 
deputies turned eastbound onto East 121 Street, they noticed a large party at 2237 East 121" 
Street, with numerous persons standing on both sides of the street. As they passed this location, 
they heard gun shots and saw muzzle flashes in their side view mirrors coming from persons 
standing behind them on the south side of the street, At this time, the suspect driver (Suspect 
#1) stuck his right hand out of the open driver's door window and with an unknown type of 
handgun, began shooting at the deputies. 


Fearing for his safety and the safety of his partners, Deputy Morse fired eight, 9mm rounds 
through the front windshield of his radio car at the suspect vehicle. The suspect vehicle stopped 
at the end of East 121“ Street, which dead ends at Mona Park, and Suspect #1 got out of the 
Vehicle and ran northbound through the park holding a handgun in his righthand. The passenger 
suspect (Suspect #2) remained seated in the vehicle. As Deputy ot out of his radio car, 
Suspect #1 tumed toward him and raised the handgun. Fearing for his safety, Deputy Mirc 
three, 9mm rounds at Suspect #1 who continued running northbound on the walkway toward East 
120” Street. Deputy] broadcast via his radio that he had been involved in a shooting and 
was now in foot pursuit. 


As Deputy {ian after Suspect #1, Deputy Morse opened the rear door of the radio car so 
that Sergeant Knott could exit. Deputy Morse joined Deputy [fin the foot pursuit, while 
Sergeant Knott detained Suspect #2, still in the suspect vehicle, at gunpoint Suspect #1 
continued running northbound down the pathway, never looking back. Deput with Deputy 
Morse now only a few feet behind him, followed the suspect. At the end of the pathway, the 
suspect ran westbound onto East 120" Street. Deputies and Morse took cover behind a 
telephone pole and saw Suspect #1 run westbound on the south sidewalk of East 120" Street.

Both deputies then ran across the street and took up a position of cover behind a vehicle parked 
at the north curb line in front a a Deputy Morse maintained visual contact 


with Sergeant Knott. Suspect #1 was last seen running through the front yard gate of| 
Pe well known gang house, still carrying the handgun. A containment was quickly 
established of the immediate area. 


As the result of a canine search, Suspect #1 was found in the backyard of [A 
hiding in a Corvette. He was taken into custody without incident. Suspect #1's weapon was not 
recovered. Suspect #2 was taken into custody without incident. 


On February 23, 2006, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted 
a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated by 
the committee were: MMP § 3-01/025.00: Use of Force; MMP § 3-01/025.30: Use of 
Firearms and Deadly Force; MMP § 3-01/025.10: Unreasonable Force; and MMP § 3- 
01/050.10: Performance to Standards.

MMP § 3-01/050.10: Performance to Standards, the Committee 
determined that the tactics employed by the deputies in this incident were within 
Department Policy.

On Saturday, August 13, 2005, Sergeants Michael Berg and Steve Flamm of the Internal Affairs 
Bureau responded to the Century Station area regarding a deputy-inyolved, non-hit shooting. 
Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Rick Jennings also responded. 


At approximately 0035 hours on August 13, 2005, Deputies and Frederick Morse were 
working a marked, three-man gang patrol car with Sergeant Knott. As they drove northbound on 
Willowbrook Avenue, they heard gunfire from close proximity to the northeast, Immediately 
following the gunfire, they saw two vehicles drive onto northbound Willowbrook Avenue from 121* 
Street. 


| og driver, accelerated to catch up to the vehicles. The deputies believed the vehicles had been 

involved in the shooting. The second car, a gold Buick with two male Blacks inside, turned onto 
eastbound 120" Street. followed the vehicle as it drove down the street and turned into an 
alley. The suspects’ vehicle accelerated away from the patrol car, and the deputies activated their 
overhead lights and siren. The vehicle failed to yield. As the vehicle drove west on 119" Street and 
onto southbound Willowbrook Avenue, Morse, the bookman, broadcast that he was in pursuit of 
a 246 (Shooting at an Inhabited Dwelling) vehicle. 


The Buick turned back onto eastbound 121" Street and passed a party at There 
were numerous persons outside on both sides of the street. The deputies recognized the persons as 
being Mona Park Crips gang members. The deputies continued to pursue the Buick. As they passed 
the party, a group on the south side of the street opened fire on the deputies’ radio car. Almost 
simultaneously, the deputies saw gunfire from the driver side of the Buick toward their patrol car. 


All of the deputies believed they were being set up and ambushed by the party-goers and the suspects 
inside the Buick. Deputy Morse drew his Beretta, adyised that he was going to shoot, and 
Morse fired 8 rounds through the moving patrol car’s front windshield at the moving Buick. 


Within seconds, the Buick stopped abruptly at the dead end of 121“ Street in front of Mona Park. 
The driver exited the car and ran north across Mona Park toward a walkway. As Biik ited his 
vehicle, the suspect turned to his left and pointed a gun ation about 20 yards away. 
fired three rounds at the suspect. The suspect ran through the walkway toward 120" Street. 


As the patrol car stopped, Morse exited the passenger door. He checked the rear for additional 


gunfire, then covered the suspect in the passenger’s seat. Morse let Knott out of the rear seat, 
advised Knott to cover the suspect, then ran to assist in pursuing the driver. 
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WB broadcast that he was in foot pursuit through the walkway. Morse caught up with | os 
they reached the end of the walkway at 120" Street. Hatched the suspect run into a yard, then 
took a position of cover. Morse stayed in his location to maintain visual contact with| and 
Knott. Hand Morse coordinated a containment with the responding units. Within moments, 
assisting units arrived. 


After a lengthy containment and dog search, the driver (Suspect Millender) was located by Canine 
Services personnel, and taken into custody from a backyard on 120" Street. The passenger suspect 
(Suspect Jenkins) was also arrested. No force was used to take either suspect into custody. No 
suspects or deputies were injured by gunfire. The shooters from the party were not located. 


Deputy Wolak from the Force Training Unit and Deputy Scott Edge of the Civil Litigation Unit also 
responded to the incident. 


IAB Note: Searches of various residences on 120" and 121" Streets were conducted 
after the apprehension of Suspect Millender. The searches, both consent and warrant 
searches, occurred well after the shooting incident. They were not part of this shooting 
review. Refer to Exhibit A, pages 58-78 for the search warrant and consent search 
information.

IAB Note: A canvass of the shooting scenes was conducted. Over 20 residents were 
contacted, while numerous other residences had no persons at home. None of the 
witnesses offered any substantial information. Most of the witnesses heard gunshots, 
but did not see anything and could not identify who fired the rounds. Refer to the 
supplementary reports under Exhibit A, pages 47-57, for the witnesses’ statements and 
information.

After his arrest, Suspect Millender complained of pain to his back and neck. Deputies transported 
Millender to Martin Luther King Hospital where he was treated by Dr. Ghalili in the Emergency 
Room (Patientnumber 0635477). Millender was given an “OK to book” and was booked at Century 
Station. Dr. Ghalili diagnosed Millender with a lumbar sprain. In a subsequent taped interview by 
Detective Lopez (CEN/OSS), Millender acknowledged he was not injured by arresting deputies, nor 
was any force used on him. 


Refer to Exhibit A, pages 24-25 for Millender’s statement, and Exhibit A, pages 34-36 for 
Millender’s medical documents. 


No deputies were injured. Suspect Jenkins was not injured. 
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PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 


Deputy Morse fired eight rounds through his passenger side windshield. There were six bullet holes 
in the windshield. Seven 9mm shell casings were recovered inside the radio car. One was located 
outside of the passenger side of the radio car where it stopped at the end of E. 121“ Street. That shell 
casing most likely fell out of the vehicle when Morse opened his car door. 


Nineteen expended 9mm shell casings were located in front of en 
those were the locations both deputies saw suspects fire at them as their patrol car passed by. 


A Gunshot Residue Test (GSR) was performed on Suspect Millender by Detective Tobin 
(CEN/OSS). Tobin conducted the test while Millender awaited admittance to the M.L.K. Emergency 
Room. Millender was uncooperative and reluctant to participate in the test. Millender resisted the 
test by clenching his fists, but Tobin was able to swab most of Millender’s outside portion of his 
hands. Millender told Tobin that he would have gunshot residue on his hands because he fired a gun 
earlier in the day, hours before his arrest. Refer to Det. Tobin’s supplementary report in Exhibit A, 
pages 28-29. The GSR kit #33155 was submitted to the Crime Lab under receipt #J635272. 


The GSR test examination was performed by Joseph Cavaleri, Ph.D., Senior Criminalist. Cavaleri 
used a scanning electron microscope with energy dispersive spectroscopy to achieve the results. 
Cavaleri concluded that there were two particles consistent to gunshot primer residue detected on 
the test samples of Suspect Millender. Cavaleri explained that the presence of the particles was 
consistent with Millender handling or discharging a firearm, being in the close proximity to a 
discharging firearm, or otherwise having been in contact with an environment of gunshot primer 
residue. The results may include environmental or occupational sources.

INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS:

scene) appears to be consistent with the deputies’ versions of the events.

No weapon was located on or near Suspect Jenkins. 

An unknown suspect or suspects fired at the deputies’ moving patrol vehicle as it pursued the 
suspects’ vehicle eastbound on E. 121" Street. Nineteen expended 9mm Luger caliber cartridge 
cases were recovered in front yi the south side of the 
street, sidewalk and yards. Both deputies described the shots as having been fired from a group of 
individuals, probably “Crips” gang members, on the south side of 120" Street at the above indicated 
addresses,

LIGHTING OR WEATHER CONDITIONS: 


The weather was cloudy, warm, and dark at the time of the shootings (approximately 0045 hours). 
The initial shooting scene (shooting from moving patrol vehicle while in pursuit) was lit by street 
lights. The darkness enhanced the deputies abilities to see the gunfire from the suspect vehicle. The 
secondary shooting scene (dead end cul-de-sac of E. 121" Street at Mona Park) was lit by nearby 
street lights and park lights.

Morse believed the driver knew the patrol car was behind him 
because he accelerated through the alley. They activated the overhead lights, When the vehicle 
turned onto E/B 119" Street, Morse initiated a pursuit broadcast of a 246 (shooting at an inhabited 
dwelling) vehicle.

Street. As they pursued the vehicle, Morse saw people on both sides of the street on 121* Street. 
As they drove past the people on the south side of the street, Morse heard gunshots. He looked in 
his side view mirror and saw muzzle flash from the south side of the street. Morse heard 4-5 total 
gunshots, 


Within a second or two, Morse looked forward and saw muzzle flash from the driver side of the gold 
Buick they were pursuing. Morse saw two or three muzzle flashes from outside of the car. Morse 
broadcast that shots had been fired. Morse believed he had to do something about the threat in front 
of him, and advised Deputy B: at he was going to shoot. Morse fired six or seven rounds 
through the front windshield, which he directed toward the driver side of the Buick. Morse was 
braced against the seat, dropped the radio and fired with both hands. 


Morse felt he had to stop the threat and had no other alternative but to fire through the windshield. 
The patrol car’s windows were rolled up because the siren was on, and the patrol car could not stop 
because they were taking rounds from the rear.

The suspects’ brake lights came on and oeh their patrol car might be trapped between the 
suspects’ vehicle and the group that fired on him from the party, Had been shot at in the same 
area approximately 7 months prior to this incident lieved that the driver intentionally lured 
him back onto 121" Street to set him up for an ambush. knew the area was a strong gang area 
with many guns. 


The suspects’ car came to an abrupt stop at the end of 121" Street, facing Mona Park. SO 
his car behind the suspects’ vehicle. B:n: the duration of the pursuit to be approximately 
15 seconds, exited his vehicle and looked to the rear to make sure he was not being fired on 
from the rear, stimated the distance from his stopped vehicle back to the location of the 
party/shots fired was approximately 1/4 mile. MEI back forward and saw the suspect driver 
running northeast through the park. 


As the suspect ran caw the suspect holding a black handgun in bis = hand. The suspect 


turned to his left toward brought the gun up and pointed the gun at fired three 
rounds at the suspect. elieved that the Mona Park Crips do not like him. When the suspect 
turned on vith agun, hought the suspect was going to kill him. OO SE he was 


20 yards from the suspect when he fired. Hb ackcrop was a cinder-block bathroom. There were 
no other persons in the park. 


The suspect turned and ran northbound through a walkway toward 120" Street. Bo! owed the 
suspect, utilizing concrete planters in the walkway as cover HR tayed 20-30 yards behind the 
suspect. roadcast that he was in foot pursuit. When the suspect ran onto 120" Street, 
used a telephone pole for cover and watched the suspect run south into the erty atl 

rr this property as the Millender family residence. as had numerous 

dealings with the Millender family, who are know Mona Park Crips gang members. LS SES 
the driver, he realized he was chasing one of the Millenders. 


When Morse joined fiat the telephone pole. moved northwest across 120" Strect and took 
cover behind a parked car. From that location uld watch his partner and| 
sed his radio to direct responding units to set up a containment. 


Hn Morse were communicating during the pursuit, but kia not recall exactly what was 
said. believed Morse told him that Morse was going to shoot prior to Morse firing inside the 
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car. had numerous conversations with Morse and Sgt. Knott regarding foot pursuit tactics. 
lanned to chase the driver to contain him. 


When S: the car to chase the driver, he saw Morse let Knott out of the backseat. After 
fired at the driver and ran, he looked back and saw Morse starting to follow him. Morse was 
approximately 20-30 yards behind 


WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


Civilian Witnesses 


Witness EEE vent to a party with Se 


arrived at the party between 2230 and 2400 hours. As stood in the driveway of the location, 
he heard a police siren. Simultaneously, he heard the sound of a car driving very fast. He looked 
to the west and saw a tan vehicle driving at a high rate of speed, eastbound, between 60-70 mph. 


OOO O not see who the occupants were, or how many occupants were in the car. As the car 
drove past his location, he saw a police car approximately two car lengths behind it with its lights 
and siren on. When the car was 3-4 houses to the east of the party; heard 3 gunshots. He 
ducked down between two parked cars. 


cle and police car continued east. Within 3-4 seconds, he heard an additional 4 gunshots. 
am- into fear and left the location. They were subsequently stopped by 


deputies. as unsure where any of the gunshots came from or who fired them. 


Witness went to a house party on E. 121" Street with i: OoOO O 
as visiting from Cleveland, Ohio. US SAGI at the party between 0030 


and 0100 hours. Approximately 10-15 minutes after arriving at the party, was listening to 
music while seated on the north curb of 121“ Street on the north curb. He was seated in front of his 
ar, atthe open front passenger door. The car was parked EEN f the party| 


The vehi 


Hb cara arapidly accelerating car approaching his position. The car was a tan, older model, full- 
sized vehicle, possibly similar to a Pontiac Bonneville. HE i west, and saw the car 
approaching. He believed the car might be in the process of committing a drive-by shooting. 
was surprised at the speed of the car because the street was very narrow. The car was being followed 
by a black and white Sheriff's vehicle. 
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HB cou not sce the occupants of the vehicle because of the tinted windows. The driver’s side 
window faced las it passed by, and he noticed the window was halfway down. As the car 
passed, heard 3 gunshots. OO ON feel the concussion of the gunshots. Initially, be 
believed the shots originated from within the passing vehicle. He then was unable to tell if the shots 
emitted from the vehicle or persons on the street. BEB -<i low to the ground to avoid being 
hit by gunfire. The car continued eastbound, pursued by the Sheriffs vehicle. 


proached A c ten seconds tater G 4 additional gunshots from the 
dead (west) end of E. 121" Street. HB o0ked in that direction and saw the Sheriff's car stopped 
a the dead end of the street behind the tan car, which was also stopped. He did not see anyone 
around either car, and did not see who fired the second round of shots. 


HE. Bc into E- and left the location. They were detained minutes later by 


deputies. 


IAB Note: À canvass of the shooting scenes was conducted. Over 20 residents were 
contacted, while numerous other residences had no persons at home. None of the 
witnesses offered any substantial information. Most of the witnesses heard gunshots, 
but did not see anything and could not identify who fired the rounds. Refer to the 
supplementary reports under Exhibit A, pages 47-57, for the witnesses’ statements and 
information. 


Deputy Witnesses 
Sergeant Knott, Laurence 


Sergeant Knott was working unit 

Knott was in the rear seat of the three man patrol car while Deputies BEII driver) and Morse 
(bookman) were in the front seat. Knott wore a Department Class C green polo shirt, jeans, a vest, 
and Sam Browne. 


While driving N/B on Willowbrook Avenue, Knott, Bhn Morse heard several gunshots which 
sounded like they came from in front òf the patrol car, within a block or two of their location. A 
couple of seconds later, Knott saw a car drive around the corner of W/B E. 121* Street onto N/B 
Willowbrook Avenue at a high rate of speed. They tried to catch up to the vehicle, believing it may 
have been involved in a shooting, The vehicle tumed E/B onto 120" Street, then a left into a 
north/south alley. Deputy Morse initiated a pursuit broadcast and advised SCC he was in pursuit of 
a 246 (shooting at an inhabited dwelling) vehicle. 


The vehicle continued onto W/B 119" Street, S/B Willowbrook Avenue, and back to E/B 121" 
Street, where it had initially turned out of when the deputies observed the car. The vehicle 
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accelerated and the deputies continued to pursue. Knott noticed people standing on the north and 
south sidewalks around mid-block. As the patrol car passed the people, Knott saw muzzle flashes 
and heard gunfire (4-5 shots) coming from the group of people standing on the south sidewalk. 
Knott believed the people were shooting at the patrol car. 


Knott did not have a clear view of everything going on because he was in the backseat. Knott saw 
muzzle flashes coming from the driver side of the suspects’ vehicle, firing toward the patrol car. 
Deputy Morse fired several rounds at the suspects’ vehicle through the front windshield of the patrol 
car. 


The suspects’ vehicle came to an abrupt stop at the dead end of 121* Street, at Mona Park. Knott 
was unable to open the rear door and exit the patrol car. Morse began to take a tactical position as 
Knott banged on the car window. Morse opened the rear door for Knott. Knott estimated that the 
time from when the suspects on the south sidewalk of 121* Street fired at the patrol car until the 
suspects’ vehicle stopped was approximately 10 seconds. 


Around this time, Knott heard several more gunshots. He later learned aa fired at the driver. 
When Knott exited the vehicle, he checked to the rear to insure the persons that had fired at their 
moving patrol car did not re-engage the deputies in gunfire. 


One passenger remained in the suspects’ vehicle. Knott held that suspect at gunpoint as Morse 
ion E pursuit of the driver suspect. Knott was able to maintain eye contact with 
Morse and s they chased the driver. Knott saw that Morse and i:e together, within 
50 feet of each other Broadens that he was in foot pursuit of the 246 driver suspect. ind 
Morse chased the suspect as he ran through a north/south walkway which connected 121" and 120" 
Streets. 


The vehicle pursuit only lasted 1-1 4 minutes. Knott did not have a chance to work on a tactical 
plan although he was thinking of one. Knott and the deputies did not have time to discuss what 
would occur at the termination of the pursuit. The situation kept changing, especially when their 
patrol car was fired at by the group at mid-block 121“ Street, and also from the driver side of the 
suspects’ yehicle, Knott was concentrating on taking a safe, tactical position when the patrol car 
stopped. 


Knott could not recall if the deputies yelled verbal commands at the suspects when the deputies 


exited their patrol vehicle. During the foot pursuit, HEE ontinued to coordinate other responding 
units. Moments later, assisting deputies arrived at Knott’s location. 
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SUSPECTS’ STATEMENTS: 
Millender, Theodore 
Millender was interviewed by CEN/OSS Detectives Lopez and Velasquez. 


Millender was at a picnic at Mona Park late in the evening, There were about 40-50 Mona Park gang 
members in attendance. Millender admitted to drinking vodka. After the picnic, Millender went to 
a party atl The owner of the — a having a memorial birthday 
party for her ‘ho was killed last year. There were many people at the party; the party-goers 
were inside, outside, and in the street. Millender did not see anyone with guns at the party, although 
he was certain people had guns. 


Millender admitted to driving to the party in a brown Buick, after initially claiming he drove to the 
party in a truck. Millender went to the store in the Buick. Millender drove the Buick to the park and 
jumped out of the car. The deputies started shooting at him and he ran northbound through the park 
to 120" St. 

Millender knew the person in the car with him (S/Jenkins) as “Poo.” Millender grew up with 
Jenkins. While driving the car, Millender told Jenkins the police were behind them, but nothing 
more was said. Millender drove back to 121" Street to try to get away because he did not want to 
have his HB GORSI 


Millender told detectives he was getting scared, and did not want to talk anymore without an 
attorney. The detectives acknowledged Millender’s right to counsel, and terminated the interview. 


Millender acknowledged that he was not assaulted by the deputies when he was taken into custody. 


IAB Note: During the interview, Millender asked if detectives believed he was the 
shooter. He denied any involvement in shooting. Millender requested the tape be 
stopped during the interview. He wanted to work out a deal with the detectives, and 
asked if there was any way to get out of the trouble he was in. Millender volunteered 
to give information regarding outstanding guns from Mona Park Crips members. 
Detectives advised Millender that they were not interested in a deal, and that shooting 
at a deputy was a serious matter. 


IAB Note: Following his arrest, Millender complained of pain to his back and neck, and 
was taken to M.L.K. Hospital for treatment. While at the hospital, Det. Tobin 
attempted to administer a GSR test to Millender. Millender resisted by clenching his 
fists. Millender made a spontaneous statement that he would have gunshot residue on 
his hands because he fired a gun earlier in the day. He said he fired a gun into the air. 
Refer to Det. Tobin’s supplementary report under Exhibit A, pages 28-29, 
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IAB Note: During his arrest by Canine deputies, Millender made an additional 
spontaneous statement. Millender had been hiding inside of a car in a backyard. 
When dogs located Millender, deputies ordered Millender out of the car. Millender 
exited the car with his hands raised and stated, “I don’t have the gun. Don’t shoot.” 
Millender further added, “I didn’t shoot anybody, did I? Don’t shoot me.” This 
statement was made in front of Deputies Conti, Gaunt and Ingreso of Canine Services 
Detail. Sergeant Burke of CSD was also present. Refer to Ingreso’s supplementary 
report under Exhibit A, pages 30-33. 


Jenkins, Alvin 


Jenkins was at a picnic earlier the same day of the shooting. When the picnic concluded, the people 
at the picnic went to a party m D -ic i he was not a Mona Park Crips 
gang member. He added that he was allowed to socialize with Mona Park Crips because ni 
was a member. 


While at the party, Jenkins was out of liquor. A Black male (S/Millender) agreed to take Jenkins to 
the liquor store. Jenkins and the man got into a car and drove westbound on 120" Street. The man 
was showing off, speeding and braking. Jenkins did not hear any sirens or see police lights at any 
time because they were playing loud music inside the car.. 


As the car passed back by the party at EE scokins heard numerous gunshots. Their 
vehicle came to a stop, and the driver fled from the car. Jenkins stayed in the vehicle because he 
thought he had been shot. Jenkins again denied knowing Millender.
